RENT DECONTROL 


Sometimes it is wiser for a city council to delay action 
rather than to act hastily. At other times local legislators 
cloud the issue by long delays. 









The first alternative was by far the wisest Monday night 
for the Ontario City council when it acted to hold open the 
hearine on rent decontrol until the United Electrical Workers-- 
the only organized group which would uphold the tenant's 
point of view-- could present its case. 


The Ontario-Upland Realty board is asking rent decontrol 
because its survey of rental units in the area appears to show 
there is enough housing readily available to permit the lifting 
of ceilings. Realistically, its members, many of whom are 
landlords or their representatives, stand to gain with the lifting 
of controls which many have always considered odious. 


On the other hand, the council acted contrary to the request 
of Councilman Oregon Smith and in the best interests of the 
citiens of Ontario by holding the hearing open. 


Leaaliy, according to City Attorney Henry Busch, the coun- 
cil was bound to do so. However, it could have closed the 
hearing and taken no action, but still gone ahead arbitrarily 
at alater date without hearing the UEW’s case. 


Even the most rabid decontrol member of the realty board 
must admit that the fair thing for the ciy council to do is to 
hear the tenants’ case before taking action. 


UEW also should be in for a few compliments for being 
the only group with sufficient spunk to represent the tenant's 
side of the decontrol question..

WASHINGTON (UP) — The 

senate quit without passing its 
farm bill last night after adopting 
a restrictive amendment which one 
member said would provoke a pre- 
sidential veto. 
* The amendment would restrict 
imports of foreign crops selling 
at prices below the government 
support price for the same do- 
mestic product. 

Sen. Walter F. George, D., Ga., 
said it would ‘‘cripple” the admin- 
istration’s reciprocal trade agree- 
ments program and that President 
Truman would veto the farm bill 
if it reached him containing such 
a restriction. 


GOP SUPPORT 


The amendment, adopted by a 
vote of 44 to 28, was sponsored 
by Sen. Warren Magnuson, D., 
Wash., but drew most of its sup- 
port among senate Republicans. 

It was the only amendment ap- 
proved during a long session driv- 
ing for passage after President 
Truman urged his congressional 
leaders to get together and pass 
a bill he can sign.
